DOCK DIRECTORS ASK FOR THE 
MEN’S PROPOSALS.

UN f o r t u n a t e t a n n e r . 
James Tanner, better known as “Cor­ 
poral’’ Tanner, has resigned his position 
as commissioner of pensions. Practic­ 
ally, there was a demand that he should 
resign. For some time there had been 
some differences between the commis­ 
sioner 
of 
pensions 
and 
Secretary 
Noble of the interior department. Tan­ 
ner is an honest fellow, a man of much 
natural ability, and in these respects 
merits the responsible position which he 
bas beld under Harrison’s administra­ 
tion. But his toogue is constantly go­ 
ing. 
He is a splendid public speaker! 
but has no sort of control over the unruly 
member. He did not mean to do any 
one any harm, and he did not wish to 
appear foolish in his public utterances, 
but bis mouth got away with him almost 
constantly, much to hia discredit, and 
very much to the deep humiliation of 
Secretary Noble, in whose department 
Tanner was an official. Those who read 
one of his speeches at the late encamp­ 
ment in Milwaukee will remember some 
of bis remarkable utterances which dis­ 
honored the man and shamed the grand 
ai my. This sort of talk bad continued 
for some time when Secretary Nobles be­ 
came disgusted, and one of two things 
was necessary for Harrison to do—either 
to find a new commissioner of pensions, 
or accept Secretary Noble’s resignation. 
James Tanner has quite a history. He 
is 47 years old, and at the age of 18 he 
enlisted aa a private in a New York regi­ 
ment. He was made a corporal, and in 
18G2, when only 19, while fighting in the 
second battle of Bull B ud, a shell frcm 
the enemy shattered both legs, and to 
gave his life both 
were amputated. 
He afterwards 
became 
a 
short­ 
hand 
reporter, 
was 
employed 
ais such in the war department, and when 
President Lincoln was dying he was 
called into the room to take testimony in 
regard to the assassination. Since then 
Tanner has filled various federal offices 
in Brooklyn, where he lives. 
His ap • 
pointment to the position of commir- 
sioner cf pensions was thought to be a 
worthy one, and would have been had it 
not been for hiR indiscreet talk. It is 
thought that President Harrison will 
tender the position to Major William 
Warner, of Kansas (lily, Missouri, tx- 
congressman, and late commander of the 
national encampment of the G. A. R.

The hydraulic machines used in 
the dry dock were destroyed, with the ex­ 
ception of tho cranes. 
A number of mer­ 
chandise depots, including the Prussian 
stores, which were constructed of iron, 
were overturned by the force of tho ex­ 
plosion and an immenso quantity of goods 
was ruined. 
For a distance of from five 
hundred to one thousand meters tho win­ 
dows of houses were shattered. 
Not a 
drop of the burning petroleum got into 
the docks, the depots being surrounded by 
a high embankment. 
According to the 
official report 135 persons were killed, 20 
are missing, IOO were seriously injured, 
and 200 were slightly injured.

that several British tourists were killed by 
the explosion is not true.

\tlgutic City to escape by train: 
The 
(pie, terror-stricken by the storm, hur­ 
ried to the depots as if their lives depend­ 
ed on their alacrity. 
Four heavily laden 
*‘storm specials’ ’ left the Camden & A tlan­ 
tic and Heading stations, each with a lo- 
cbmotivG in front aud rear. 
The high tido was nearing its full limit 
<}nd 
the hurricane 
was increasing 
in 
strength. 
The sweeping wind threw tho 
water against the car windows and the 
heavy coaches rocked to and fro as if in 
momentary danger of overturning. 
Long 
before tho mainland was roached tho en­ 
gines were plowing through three feet of 
water which threatened to pm out tho 
fires; a regular sea was ahead, and there 
was no alternative but to return. 
The 
engines wore reversed and the trip back, 
now doubly hazardous because tho waters 
had risen several inches, bogan. 
Hardly 
a furlong had been pursued when tho fires 
were extinguished by the rushing torrents 
of water, which now dashed against tho 
cars with toi rifle force, breaking tho win­ 
dows aud completely enveloping the trains 
In sheets of spray.

Tho fire on Ocean terrace caused another 
panic. 
A guest at tho Mansion houso, 
where thoro wero over two hundred and 
eighty people, tho greater number boing 
women and children, 
describes the mid­ 
night scene incident to the firo as follows: 
‘The women came rushing down stairs 
with blanched faces, wringing their hands, 
apd crying as if tho day of judgm ent had 
comp. 
Outside banging shutters; croak­ 
ing feigns, the howling hurricane, and hiss 
and swiss of tho swaying trees, tho rush­ 
ing, banging fire engines, and tho general 
commotion attending a firo at night struck 
terror to the hearts 6f those women, and 
they buddled together In the parlors gnd 
prayod and sobbed and listened to tho con­ 
doling words of the men, who knew full 
well that the danger was still far off.” 
When tho high tido 
struck the frail 
dwellings 
along 
Mediterranean, 
Baltic 
and Arctic avenues a stampede for life be­ 
gan. 
In one instance a woman was car­ 
ried by her two stalw art brothers to a 
placo of safety. 
In another a mother and 
father deserted their baho in tho cradle, 
and on returning later in a boat found 
the little one dead. 
Men swam out from 
their flooded houses bearing in their arms 
their babies, wives, 
mothers or sisters. 
Boats plied to and fro carrying weeping 
women and terrified children from houses 
to high ground. 
No effort was made to 
save personal property, so sudden and un­ 
expected was the terrible rise in tho flood 
on the meadows. 
Dozens of houses wore 
picked up bodily by tho waves and thrown 
across the railroad tracks or carried squares 
away from their original location. 
Some 
of them were taken f^r <?ut on the meadows 
and tossed around like corks. 
A S te a m e r L o st. 
Late a t night the shrill whistle of a 
steamer was heard above tho roaring of the 
surf. 
She had come 
asnore 
opposite 
Arkansas avenue, and her signals of dis­ 
tress were prom ptly responded lo by the 
crew of the Atlantic City lifesaving sta­ 
tion. 
They hurried along the beach with 
their apparatus, 
but the great waves 
made an attem pt a t rescue 
impossible. 
The colored steward jumped overboard 
and was washed ashore in a dazed and 
exhausted condition. 
Capt. Bowen thinks 
that the steamer went to pieces during the 
night and that her crew perished in the 
angry soa. 
Fire-buckots and a water 
cask were found on tho beach 
inscribed 
with the name Piladoux, and thoro is but 
little doubt that they belonged to the 
ill-fated steamer. 
The people in Remy Fegel’s Thorough­ 
fare 
hotel found it necessary to leave. 
The current was too strong to admit of 
rowing a boat and Mr. 
Fegel and six 
strong men took a party of thirty persons 
on foot from the Thoroughfare hotel to 
Atlantic City proper. 
The women wore 
led several hundred yards through the 
water, which was up to their necks. 
There wore twelve small children in the 
party, several of whom belonged to Mr. 
Van Horn, a costumer of Philadelphia, 
who was one of the party. 
F le e in g th e C ity. 
A t l a n t ic C ity, N . J., S ept l a —Five 
loaded trains left this city yesterday. 
By 
to-night 15.000 will have left tho city. 
The first train out yesterday had eight 
passenger coaches and a baggage car, all 
crowded oven to tho standing room. 
The 
trip across the meadows was one not soon 
to be forgotten. 
Hundreds of pleasure 
boats of all sizes and descriptions wore 
packed closo to tho railroad. 
The masts 
of many of these had to bo cut away to 
perm it trains to cross.

Nows comes from Rehoboth thjit the surf 
is breaking over the Bright house porch, 
that Surf avenue is entirely washed away, 
and that tho Douglass houso is surrounded 
by water and its inmates are in great te r­ 
ror. Three vessels previously reported lost 
outside tho capes are tho schooners Kate E. 
Morse, W alter Parker, and J. & L. Bryan. 
Two men, who have come ashore, are tho 
only survivors of those wrecks. 
Tho other 
fifteen who composed the crews of tho lost 
schooners are given up for lost. 
Tho schooner Orrle V. Drisko, from New 
York for Philadelphia, went ashore this 
morning. 
Tho storm is unabated find the 
Iriving rain continuos. 
The wires are 
down across the beach, and there is no 
possible way of reaching Henlopen. Thera 
is a small schooner ashore at Rehoboth. 
A H a rro w in g T ale. 
The mate of the unfortunate J. & L. 
Bryan told yesterday of tho Kate E.Morso 
of Bath, Maine, and of the W alter F. Par­ 
ker of Philadelphia. 
Now tho sad intelli­ 
gence comes that Capt. 
Tracy and his 
crew of six men had found their last rest­ 
ing places in tho ocean. 
Tho history of 
tho two nights aboard tho Morse and 
Parker is one of suffering and despair. 
The Red Star lino tu£ Argus sighted the 
vessels on Tuesday night and noted that 
the men on both’were in urgont need of 
help. 
So tumultuous were tho waves that 
the Argus was un&ble to approach, 
and 
the captain concluded that the best thing 
to do was to come to tho life saving station 
and take out the crews. 
Tho boat did not 
reach the life saving station until late in 
tho morning. 
When it did Caph 
Clam- 
pett refused to allow any of his men to go 
out, as they wero exhausted. 
After tho tug left the Morse and Parker 
tho condition of things soon became seri­ 
ous. 
Tho storm 
increased 
in volumo. 
All attem pts to stay on deck were aban­ 
doned, abd tho men on both boats strapped 
themselves to the rigging and resigned 
themselves to thoir fate. 
All Wednesday 
afternoon and night and until noon Thurs­ 
day they remained bound to the rigging. 
Not a sail or a sign of ono opi>oared near 
enough to render 
them any assistance. 
The mon on tho Morse could fplainly see 
their fellows on tho Parker, but of courso 
could do nothing for them. 
Those on tho 
Parker took to the rigging several hours 
before those on tho Morso and by their 
cries it was evident that they were suffer­ 
ing terribly. 
Killed Them selves in Their D esp a ir. 
Early Thursday morning nearly every 
man on both ships'was almost dumb from 
exposure and almost stiff from suffering. 
Finally those on tho Parker could stand it 
no longer, and tho crow of tho Morse saw 
one of the men tear away the cords that 
bound him, and, with a yell, consign him­ 
self to a briny grave. 
In a few minutes 
another (followed his (example, then an­ 
other, and another, until the last man, 
the captain, was seen to throw himself 
overboard and disappear in tho angry 
billows. 
Those on tho Morso wero horror 
stricken at tho sight they were compelled 
to view. 
The impression was forced upon 
tho observers that unless help soon came 
they would have to put an ehd to thoir 
sufferings in tho samo way as tho 
oilier 
boat’s crew. 
Tho captain of the Morse 
kept his courage, and frequently 
urged 
his men to koop up heart, as ho still had 
confidence that some ouo would corno from 
tho sh Oro and render them ald. 
" IT h irty -O n o L ives L ost 
/Tho crow of tho barge Casilda, rrom 
Philadelphia for Boston, loaded with coal, 
which was wrecked on Brandywine shoal, 
wore takon off by a schooner and lande d 
here this morning. 
Tho rain ha3 ceasod 
and there is a moderate easterly win I 
with cloudy sky now. 
The life-saving 
crows have rescued about 200 persons in 
all from twenty-four vessels. 
Q L ateh—In addition to those previously 
reported, news comes of the wreck of the 
schooner W. O. Snow of Taunton, Muss., 
from Philadelphia, 
coal-laden, with the 
loss of all on board—nine persons. 
This 
makes a total loss of thirty-one. 


In lite R igging;F o rty H o u rs. 
Tho crew of the tug A. J. Luckenbach, 
which lay alongside of tho schooner Kate 
E. Morso all last night, 
succeeded this 
morning in taking tho crow of tho latter 
vessel, nine in numbor, on board, 
and 
afterw ard brought them to this place. 
The schooner was blown on to Hawk's Nest 
about 5 p. m. on Monday, S ept 9. 
The 
crew took to the rigging where they re­ 
mained clinging to tho ropes for nearly 
forty hours. 
Tho men were nearly ex­ 
hausted when rescued and could not have 
lasted much longer. 
It was impossible for 
the tug to approach tho stranded schooner 
nearer than twenty yards, and tho men 
in tho rigging Were directed to jum p 
overboard. 
As a man struck tho water a 
rope would bo thrown him and he would 
be lifted on board the tug. 
After go rin g 
all on board the Luckenbach brought them 
to this place, 
where they were landed 
with tho assistance of tho life-saving 
crow. 
Shortly after the Morso went on 
the shoal a schooner supposed to bo the 
W alter F. Parker also grounded within 
thirty yards of tho Morse. 
She soon broke 
up and those bn the Morso saw her ere sv 


m ainland stopped early yesterday morn­ 
ing. - The schooner Edwin, at Edgartown, 
whose cargo of lime took fire, has burned 
up.

Probably the greediest of all fish,” 
said Fish Commissioner Blackford, of 
New York the other day, 
“is the 
black swallower,’ as it is popularly 
termed. 
This fish can perform the 
seemingly impossible feat of swallow­ 
ing another fish from eight to ten times 
larger than itself. 
Its true habitation 
seems to be at a depth of 1,000 fath­ 
oms. 
It has an elongated body of 
nearly uniform thickness from the head 
nearly to the tail. 
The skin is desti­ 
tute of scales; the mouth is very deeply 
oloft, extending behind the eyes, and 
reminding you of the chestnut about 
the boy who was said to have so large 
a mouth that when he opened it the 
top of his head was an island. 
The 
peculiarity of the swallower’s mouth is 
that some of the teeth, all of which are 
long and sharply pointed, are mova­ 
ble. 
Let the swallower espy a fish 
many times larger than itself and it 
darts upon its victim 
like a flash, 
seizes it by the tail and gradually 
climbs over it with his jaws, first ad­ 
vancing one jaw and then the other. 
As the victim is taken in the swallow­ 
er’s stomach it appears as a great bag 
projecting out far backward and for­ 
ward. 
The walls of the stomach are 
so tightly stretched that they are trans­ 
parent, and the species of the fish taken 
in may be discovered. 
Such rapacity 
is often more that the captor can back 
up by digestion, and the swallower is 
forced up from the depths to the sur­ 
face of the ocean, where it may be 
picked up. 
In this way specimens of 
this rare fish have been obtained and 
sent to the National Musuem at Wash­ 
ington.

Dow to Protect Garments from the Rav­ 
ages of Insects. 
More than 150 years ago Reaumur, 
observing that clothing moths never 
attacked the wool and hair on living 
animals, inferred 
that the natural 
odor of the wool or of the oily matter 
in it was distasteful to them. 
Con­ 
sequently ho rubbed various garments 
with the wool of fresh pelts and also 
wet other garments with the water in 
which wool had been washed, and 
found that they were never attacked 
by moths. 
Experiments with tobacco 
smoko and the odors of spirits of tur­ 
pentine showed that both were equally 
destructive, but it was necessary to 
close the rooms very tightly and keep 
the fumes very dense in them for 
twenty-four hours to obtain satisfactory 
results. 
Chests of cedar or sprigs of 
this tree are so disagreeable to them 
that they will not deposit their eggs 
where this odor is at all strong; but 
should the eggs bo laid before the 
garments are laid away tho odor will 
not prevent the hatching of the eggs 
nor the destructive work of tho lacvae 
afterward. 
Clothing may also be pro­ 
tected from moths by packing it in 
stout cotton or paper bags made per­ 
fectly tight, but this must bo done be­ 
fore the moths appear on the wing. 


H ow to R em o v e T h e m anil R eliev e 
I r r ita tio n th e y Caline. 
Few persons have traveled much on 
railways without having their eyes 
hurt by cinders, and there is hardly a 
train run when tho cars are not all 
closed without some passenger being 
thus affected, often very painfully. So 
a capital plan is that reported to bo 
adopted on the (lid Colony railroad 
(Massachusetts).

oculist in the art of removing cinders 
from the eyes of passengers. 
Tho 
best method in all such cases, if the 
flow of tears does not soon wash out 
the foreign substance, as it usually will 
unless it be a sharp cinder, is to turn 
back the eyelid, have tile eyeball roll­ 
ed, by looking downward or otherwise, 
to bring tho cinder or dust to view, 
and remove it with the corner of a 
clean linen handkerchief. 
If it clings 
too tightly for this it can bo loosened 
and removed with the moistened end 
of a wooden toothpick. 
The Irritation 
caused is much modified if not entirely 
relieved by holding the eyes in cold 
water for a few minutes. 
If it con­ 
tinues severe drop into the eye a solu­ 
tion of sugar of lead or of white vitriol 
(sulphate of zinc), say what will lie on 
a silver half-dime, in half a tumbler of 
puro water, 
preferably using very 
clean rain water.
